As noted above, the examiner agrees with the applicant's arguments that the prior art does 
not teach pairs of first and second stages being selectively configurable so that only one first data 
path and only one second data path are operational while bypassing the diffuser. The examiner 
was also unable to find any teaching, suggestion, or motivation that would render said limitation 
obvious. Therefore claims 1,3-17, 19-29, and 31-38 are allowed.
